The vote brings tuition for undergradu- 
ates up to $6,710 and $7,370 for engineers 
ing students. The trustees also approved a 
five percent increase in faculty salaries as 
ptrl of the 1984^83 budget of $134.6 
miHion. The budget rose seven percent 
fNim Ust year.

University I’resident Lloyd H. 
Elliott filled two high level posts 
last week with the appointment of 
William D. Johnson, GW’s 
director of planning and budget- 
ing. as provost and Roderick S, 
French, director of experimental 
programs • and a professor of 
philosophy, as vice president for 
academic affairs. Both will begin 
their terms in July. 

Elliott made the recommenda- 
tions to the GW Board of Trustees' 
on ■fhursdgy. Johnson land 
French were; appointed to succeed 
Vice President for Aebdemic^Af- 
fairs and Provost Hafold F. 
Bright, whose position will be 
divided, upon his retirement in 
June- 

Johnson will continue to 
oversee the University’s budget 
process gs well as perform the 
duties pecessary as Elliott’s' ad- 
ministrative official. 

Ejliott said French would han- 
dle academic matters and Johnson 
all admiitistradve business. "This^ 
is. a division^ common in other 
universities. It’s not new or prece- 
dent setting. 'V . 

'slehnson said Friday he was 
gin^ he would have a siximonth . 
transition period. He also said 
much more responisibility will be 
falling On his planning and bud-, 
geting assistant, Robert Shoup. 
Johnson will be serving ■ dS p 
consultant to the Commission for 


the Year 2000. He said his capaci- 
ty would be to advise the com- 
mission on the financial viability 
of ideas they explore. 

’’Hf.has my full confidence and 
I look forward to continuing our 
close working relationship during 
this vital period iii the life of 
-GW,” Elliott said. 

Johnson came to G W in 1954 as 
the Univer«ty comptroller. He Sj 
held that position until 1968 when y. 
he- became the dlfeclor of plann-/ 
jag and'budgeting^ He was nalned 
‘associate provost in\l982. He was .— 
a first lieutenant in\he army in 
World Wa^ II and was serving ajt 
ttXsistahi bursar at the University 
of Virginia before coming to GW.. 
f French will continue to handle . 
part of the dlvisioh.Of experimen- 
tal programs and. the other part ^ 
will be handled by the individual 
schools. In making the qpmina- 
^tioa,.^lliott said of French, “He 
is a recognized scholar, experi- 
enced administrator and effective 
planner who brings just the right 
mix of skills and leadership abili- 
ties to this top academic posi- 
tion.” . ' . 

French joined the GW faculty ' 
in 196* and has wflflen alid’ ' , 
lectured widely pn-the role of the , 
humanities in civic life. His schol- - 
arly writings hade focused, on 
debates in sociopolitical .philoso- 
,pHy lA 'Aiitericanh Iht! la'ieMStK 
and 19th centuries. He holds a 
' doctorate in American civilization,,, 
frbm GW.

Schofield said a night program 
enhances the law school by giving 
it more dimension and flexibility' 
because night students “tend to 
speak their minds.”

He said the NtAA minimum 
standard of a 700 SAT score and a
